{or llie purpose of milling or of setllciiient,nre 
often tempted' to ask^wbetlier it is not pos- 
Riblo for men to woric at .other diggings in 
Britlsli Ooluinbia tbanthbse of Cnriboo with 
llie certain prospect of making good wage;". 
In nearly every fiold mining countrv tliis la 
tl\o casi'. In C'liiiforiiiii and Aiistniliii men 
of inMileriila fxiicctalinns Inid lii;lc Iroiiblo in 
making u fe.v ilnlla!;; a day in what may lie 
called snrf.icfl diygings, but the fact thai 
nearly all oiir miaing population have been 
lalicriy engaged in'Ibo diflionlt though rich 
diggings of Cariboo cause man; to imngioe 
tlitit there is io British Colombia nothing of 
till! kind. This id a wronp idea, as any one 
nmat see who will cxainini; llic ^lali«ti(.'^ of 
tlid amnitnt ol gold dust derived from Bril- 
\sh (.'(duinbia to iho lime of ihu discovery 
of Caribou. Upon refereneo to out back 
files we find tliiU during the last five months 
of 1858,\Vells, Ir'argo & Co. shipped S337,7C5 
iadust;ji.n 1659 Iho ascertained quanlity 
sent by diffeteiit companies ninonnted to 
81,549,104, and in ISOO to SI, .103, 329. Tliis 
was till before an ounce of gold was taken 
from Cariboo. It wss got from diggings 
wliich .since llic diseovery of the riuli dnpoaits 
of the latter place have been nearly alto- 
gether abandoned to Ohioainen, such as the 
banks of the Fraser, the Quesnel, Thompson 
River, Sirailkameen, Rook Creek, elc. The 
persoveronco with which llie Cliinese popu- 
lation and a few white men still coiiliinio to 
work in the localities just mentioned show 
that there arc fair wn,t;ei3 to bo made upon 
them even iioiv. They have too, this advan- 
tage, that thoy are uU easily accessible, and 
may be reached in a very short time. Take 
for iDstaneo Rock Crook and Siinil- 
kameen. In October last year, Hour 
was selling at the former place at ten 
dollars per hundred. At Princeton, on 
the latter rivor, it w.is as low as ei;;lit dollars 
and ii half, wilh bacon at lliirty-seveii and a 
half cents per pound. Jn bolh of those idaoas, 
which miiy be easily reached by way el Fort 
Uope, tlieic is no Rroat difTicully in getting 
diggings paying from, say five dollars and 
upwards to the hand. The lew whoconiinne 
to work there now, are vte understand doing 
very >vell. There is this advantage too, with 
regard to SimiP.tatnean, that there is an atmn- 
danco of tino ncricultural land in its neigli- 
borhoctl %vell adapted for Htoek rai-in.!,'. Go- 
in" norlti we have the Shuawap anj the 
Xorth Fork of the 'I'lioinpson, on both of 
which inot'erate diggings haro been found, 
near a good farming country partly settled. 
It is certainly much to be desired that 
the whole of the country lying be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and the Fraser, 
were belter known. So far as wo arc ac- 
quainted with it, a Inrijo portion of it pro.=onl8 
an admirable licUl lor settlement for agricul- 
tinai purpo!^c.«, and wb may regard it as 
almost certain that further exploration will 
show it to be equally rich wilh the eaatern 
portion of Wushiugton Territory and Oregon 
At present our American neighbors may be 
said to bo belter acquainted with the ex- 
treme eastern portion of our ferritory th.TU we 
oiirseh-c.4. It i.i well known that they 
have for .some time back had prospectin:,'- par- 
lies up the Columbia Hirer, north of the 
boundary line, who have succeeded in ob- 
taining gold in greater or less quantities. 
There can be little doubt but the gold- 
bearing range of Cariboo e.vlcnds soulli-east 
eriy through British Colnmbi.i into \Vasli 
inglon Territory, and nurlhwards towards 
Peace llivi>r. It bccoincs liierolijro an (jIj- 
ject to have it c.vplored morn tlioron;,'h'y on 
ilssoutherlv poition?, c.xtendin;; from Caribi)o 
across the country, intersected by tiic noi tli 
branch of the Thompson Rivor, and thence 
towards the boundary lino. This, however, 
is aa undertaking that sitould be encouraged 
by Government. Although attempt.i were 
made last fall on North, River and will be 
■ again this .summer, to strike rich digiring?, 
yet in order to in luoo more general and 
moro extended o.'jplorntion, ihe govtrnrnrnt 
shuuld ofler a reward lor the discovery of 
new gold nold."". 

That policy has been tried in other colonies 
and we believe, been found to work well. 
There surely is as good a reason for issuing a 
I'roolanialiou tU'ering; a reward wilh llie 
above elVcet, in Hriti.sh Columbia as in tins 
Island. 'I'be probability of it.s being operalive 
i,s "reatcM- ill tliu former case than in itielatler. 
lis iinporlaiice loo, beyond the mere wealth 
which might pdssildy rrBult to the country from 
it;, as nll'ording employment for the large emi- 
gration thul will likely set in next year, can- 
not be over estimated. IJritish Colnmbia, to 
become n great country, must become goia ral- 
ly developed ; instead of one or two great

Infonnatioit rein-'heil tnwii about inidiiiglit 
on Thursdo}', that a colored mau iinined Aii- 
derson^had been shot:; in bU own hut, about 
throe miles boyond Stevens' on tho Siiiiiii'jli 
road, and Dr. J'lack imniocliatc-lv startod fur 
the SceniB of llio trrti^fily, accuniptitiioJ by tlic 
tnessengor, a colored man, known as Capi. 
Kiohards, who resided in tho hut Avith An- 
derson.

A sbul woiinil was discovered in 
the right broasl, which had evidently pemi- 
tratcd the lungs, and deeming thia quite sulli- 
cient to show by wliat moaua AndaHon h id 
met with his death, Dr. Black did not ilis- 
Inrb the body in tlie furiher search lor in- 
juries, On examining the premises, however, 
two pistol bullets were found lodged in a 
stool, and traces of o'.lier pistol shots were 
diseoveri'd in tho lint. 'I'hronyh the linvnr 
portiim of lln dour a .shdt had pas.sed ui' ap- 
)>arciitly larger size tiiau the others. Thf 
smaller bnllcLs appeared to beloni; to a re- 
volver. Oti looliin;^ (iiUsido, a hiiu'e hoi'c^e 
pistol was fonnil. lying alimit two or ihi-eo 
yards from iha door.

Iho two 
iirst he i|.'>ci lies as lond, and iheii about 
throe caniH rrj ip.iiek suee"s,siori, re.seinldiirg 
tho report of a revnlver. Richards considers 
it miraculnu.s he was not liiin.solf hit while 
endeavoring to ralso- the.poor victim after he 
fell. .. .... 

It appears that a man named Oarier, rcsi- 
dinj; in a hxfc clo-so by, heard llio reports ns 
dcscribcil by Ilichards. lie was left in 
charge cf tlu dying man while Uiclmnls pro- 
ceeded tolowir. Ca.-tcr will of eonr.se give 
hi.s i!videnct! before tho Coroner, and until 
the iriijuest is held and more facts elicited, it 
will be idle to speenlato as to who eonld be 
the perpetrator of this foul deed or w hat his 

motive. 

We have heard a person named upoii whnni 
grave suspicion tests, but in order that the 
ends of ju.fttuo may not be defeated, we think 
it advisable not to make it public at present.
